British-U.S. Talks Will Show World Unity Of Purpose 


These Days

The Television Show 


There are five television chams in the United States, 
National Broadcasting Company, Columbia Broadcasting 
System , American Broadcasting Company, Mutual Broad­ 
casting System , and Du Mont Television Network. 
Of 
them NBC and CBS are the largest and have the greatest 
volume of business. ABC and Du Mont are carrying the 
~ whole of the McCarthy-Stevens hearings, approximately 
' n 
hours a day, although financially they are not as 
strong as NRC and CBS. 
It is to b«> noted that whereas there are some 1,700 
daily newspapers in the United States, the bulk of them 
are individually and locally owned. The television outlets 
are lim ited to five and a very large part of the program s 
which appear on any of these stations throughout the 
United States Is lim ited to what is generally dished out 
inf New York, with some occasional addendum from 
Washington and Hollywood. 


It I* true that some newspapers are owned by 
ehains, but there is no chain that owns more than 2.» 
newspapers; the Scripps-IIoward chain has 19 and the 
11*-a rut chain IM. It Is also true that numerous syndi­ 
cates sell matter of all sorts to newspapers, bul these 
are carefully read and edited locally and even omitted 
lf an editor believes It Is not In good taste or in the 
general interest to publish the particular item. 


On television, it is different. Because of advertising 
contracts, no local responsibility or editing is possible. 
Furtherm ore, the local outlet does not generally see a 
live "show ” any sooner than the audience. Iti m anage­ 
m ent m ay complain after the deed is done, but it ha* 
no way of knowing that it m ight not wish to exhibit a 
particular feature. 
I am interested in news and political discussion and 
particularly in the televising of such hearings as the 
M cCarthy-Stevens. Only ABC and Du Mont have given 
this story with absolute accuracy, because only these two 
com panies have given it all in unedited, verbatim form . 


Other systems produce condensations, highlights, 
edited versions, late at night, when the programs spon­ 
sored by advertising are outgjf the way. It Is in the 
nature of the media that only one Item can appear on 
one channel at a time. whereas a newspaper publishes 
hundreds of Items simultaneously. If then in a con­ 
densation on television, distortion, slanting or even 
untruth are resorted to, the other side has no chanco 
of simultaneous reproduction and corrections cannot 
be made with any effectiveness at all until the par­ 
ticular program is again scheduled. 


Newspapers, when these hearings are over, will take 
a very sober view of the handling of news in competition 
with a full. verbatim television show of a particular story. 
No newspaper can possibly print six hours of testim ony 
on any a b je c t. 
No newspaper, to m y knowledge, has 
printed these reports in their entirety for every day of 
these hearings. It is physically impossible to do that with­ 
out sacrificing equally im portant news. Condensation of 
any story is not the sam e as a verbatim report, but how 
m any r e a d e r s want to plow through the repetitious ques­ 
tion and answer type of thing that can be m ore of a 
bore when read than on the screen? 
On the other hand, each viewer of the television 
show has a different picture and lays em phasis on dif­ 
ferent points. 
When he reads in the newspapers an 
em phasis different from his own, he regards the news as 
slanted. 
When millions of words have to be condensed 
into small space and when hundreds of interrogations have 
to be translated into a readable narrative, large gobs of 
testim ony have to be omitted, em phasis has to be deter- 
mined and the whole thing fitted into lim ited space. 


The newspaper story differs from the television 
highlights in that editorial and columnist comment 
runs simultaneously with the publication of the news 
story. 
Some newspapers take more than one wire 
service and sometimes they publish more than one 
account In the same issue. Television cannot do that 
technically. 


Each medium has its lim itations and its advantages. 
However, the point needs to be m ade that had the two 
sm aller television networks not produced the six-hour-a- 
day verbatim testim ony, the condensed highlight show late 
at night could have been employed to do propaganda work 
for either side. 
Television has grown so swiftly that little attention 
has been paid to it as a force in molding public opinion. 
The Handling of these hearings offers an excellent oppor­ 
tunity for that purpose.

WASHINGTON - P rim e M inister 
Churchill and Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden are coming to visit 
President Eisenhower for the ex­ 
press purpose of undoing the im­ 
pressions spread in recent weeks

For the 
visit to Washington will occur just 
afte r the Geneva Conference comes 
to an end. It will be recalled that 
the prim e m inister told Parlmmc nt 
that Britain was disposed to exam ­ 
ine the possibility of a Southeast 
Asia Security Alliance after the 
Geneva Conference had adjourned. 
It is natural, therefore, to consid­ 
er now the succeeding steps in the 
evolution of a defense by the free 
world against C o m m u n i s t en­ 
croachm ent in Asia. 
But there are cither reasons for 
the 
visit. 
W hatever 
differences 
there m ay be in attitudes toward 
world problem s, the prim e minis­ 
ter is a believer in the closest sort 
of consultation In advance of pub­ 
lic pronouncements. Obviously if 
some decision on th" policies of the 
West Js to be taken — whether It 
be a hardening or a decision to con­ 
tinue the present deadlock with the 
C o m m u n i s t s without m aterial 
change — it is im portant for the 
heads of the governments of G reat 
Britain and the United States be­ 
forehand to canvass the situation 
thoroughly and in the m ost inti­ 
m ate fashion. 


Aware Of Relationship 


Inside G reat Britain, despite the 
occasional criticism s of the United 
States that crop up. there is a 
growing aw areness of the im port­ 
ance of an Anglo-American under­ 
standing, Perhaps the recent rift 
served to em phasize dram atically 
what a blow to Allied solidarity 
could be struck by the divergent 
pronouncem ents of the foreign sec­ 
retaries, There have been misun­ 
derstandings and differences, but

would have been less im portant 
and their scope would have been 
considerably narrowed if there had 
been m ore frequent conversations 
face to face. With all th* advan­ 
tages of modern com munication, 
th* re is no better way for interna­ 
tional relations to be conducted 
than in the privacy of the White 
House in Washington or IO Down­ 
ing Street in London. It takes only 
overnight to fly the Atlantic. 
But even such m eetings cannot 
be protected entirely against the 
needling questions that come at 
press conferences or in the House 
of Commons. Even before Sir W in­ 
ston leaves London, he will be 
reassuring opposition questioners 


that he intends to make no com m it­ 
m ents to united action but plans 
merely to explore the situation. But 
it is nevertheless probable that 
some im portant agreem ents w JI be 
reached at the meeting and that 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and Foreign Secretary An­ 
thony Eden will spend a lot of tim e 
together entirely apart from their 
attendance at Churchill-Eisenhow- 
er sessions. 
It is not to be assumed, either, 
that all discus'son will concern 
questions arising out of relations 
with Soviet Russia or Red China. 
The British are deeply interested 
in the trend of economic affairs in 
the world.

Numerous Remedies Now Relieve Arteriosclerosis 


A rteriosclerosis is one of the 
m ost common causes of poor cir­ 
culation in the legs. In the past, 
the condition was considered hope­ 
less because of its progressive na­ 
ture. Nowadays, there are num er­ 
ous rem edies, both surgical and 
m edical, that not only help arrest 
the progress of the disorder but 
im prove the flow of blood through 
the narrow ed vessels. 
The results obtained with sym ­ 
pathectom y are most encouraging. 
Twenty years ago this nerve op­ 
eration was recom m ended as a 
rem edy in Raynaud’s and Buer­ 
ger's diseases. In these conditions, 
circulation is 
poor because the

spasm . When the nerves leading to 
these vessels were cut, the pas­ 
sagew ays relaxed and the blood 
flow increased.

When the ulcers are clean, pow­ 
dered 
red 
blood cells 
expedite 
healing. 
M echanical devices for improv­ 
ing circulation still are being used 
as adjuncts to other methods of 
treatm ent. 
They include oscillat­ 
ing beds and m achines that force 
blood into and out of the leg. Vaso- 
Pneum atic, the latest apparatus 
of this type, looks like a series of 
blood presm re cuffs which, when 
properly tim ed to inflate and de­ 
flate, produces a moving pressure 
wave that forces fluid into the ex­ 
trem ity. 
But the effects of the best rem e­ 
dies will be nullified by overex­ 
posure to heat and cold, by injury, 
or by chem ical burns. The extrem ­ 
ities should be handled with care 
as they are in a precarious elate 
and survival depends just as much 


on avoiding dam age as on good 
treatm ent.

And these portents back 
home are also likely to influence 
Sen, Bourke Hick* nlooper. 
Even in Ohio, citadel of the stal­ 
w arts, Secretary of the T reasury 
George Hum phrey is credited with 
a. leading part in Rep. George 
Bender’s successful run for the
